Yet neither conclusion is justified. 


Fortune magazine finds after analysis 
of a careful compilation of all the com- 
mercial air accidents that have ever 
taken place In the United Stales. 


The magazine, summing up its find- 


ings on air travel in its April issue, 
finds that: 


Commercial air travel in its best 


years .is safer than the private auto- 
mobile in its worst years. 


The bus is safer than either.

The Score 


From January^1, 1S27, when the rec- 


ord of commercial scheduled air line 
travel begins, up to but not includ- 
ing the crash of March 25, 1937, U. S. 
commercial air lines have suffered 
846 accidents on scheduled domestic 
operations. 


Of those 846 accidents, there wore 


674 in which no one was seriously in- 
jured. 


Only 107 accidents killed somonc in 


the plane. And of these, 49 occurred on 
non-passenger flights. 


The total death toll is 325, and of 


these 131 were members of crews. 


Thus in 10 years, 58 fatal crashes 


have killed 194 passengers. That av- 
erages between five and six crashes 
n year, and slightly more than three 
passenger deaths per crash. 


The most complete figures, however, 


are from 1930-1936. In that period the 
air lines flew 1,428,250,000 passenger 
miles. (If a plane flies 100 miles with 
10 passengers, that is 1000 passenger 
miles.) Of the total passengers car- 
ried, .004 per cent were killed. Exact- 
ly one passenger was killed for every 
2,000,000 miles of flight. And the 1930- 
1936 
mortality was one passenger for 


every 9,350,000 passenger miles.

Record Best 


Fatal plane accidents, reached n ponk 


of 18 in 1929, declined to eight in 1934 
nnd have stayed there. But passenger 
fatalities have been rising because 


; 


lanes are larger and more passengers 
re carried on each flight. Each major 


accident kills more people. 


The result was the deadly year for 


passenger plane accidents in 1936 when 
a new high record of fil deallis (44 of 
them passengers) was set. In 1933 thu 
air linos set a new all-time high of 
21,700,000 passenger miles for each pas- 
senger death, but in 1936 the figure had 
been cut down to 9,900,000, though \ 
there were no more bad crashes. 


The railroads, even in their worst 


days back in 1907, with wooden cars 
und high-sliced competitive schedules, 
killed 647 passengers. But they rolled 
up the same year 27,700,000,000 passen- 
ger miles. This made a rate of 42,800,- 
000 passenger miles for each i>a.ssenger 
death, which is twice as good as the 
best the air lines liavc been able to 
achieve. 


In the year ending June 30, 1935, the 


railroads killed only 18 passengers. 
The rate of 1,027,000,000 passenger miles 
for each passenger death is the all- 
ttme record for all transportation. 


On the record of the last four years 


(the period of strictly modem flight) 
you could have traveled 
16,000,000 


miles on air lines without getting 
killed, which is just about as far as 
you can figure on traveling in your 
own car before you get killed.

Bailey Says He Favored 


1 Original Bill—Amend- 


ments Make It Unfair 


LITTLE ROCK — (/P) — Governor 


Bailey vetoed Tuesday the Nichols 
bill passed by the recent legislature 
to restrict the advertising of liquor. 


Bailey said he favored adoption of 


the measure as originally introduced, 
but amendments made it "grossly un- 
fair and discriminatory." 


The original bill would have pro- 


hibited all types of liquor advertis- 
ing, 
made it easier to obtain local 


option elections, and prohibited the 
sale of beer of more Ofen 3.2 per cent 
alcohol in places other than liquor 
stores. 


As amended, it would permit liquor 


advertising in newspapers. 


Court of the United States and thus 
destroy the purity and iixdependence of 
this tribunal of last resort." 


The 79-year-old Democrat, who was 


secretary of the Treasury under Wood- 
row Wilson, contended tliat iv> ques- 
tion of party loyalty is involved. 


"The talk of 'party loyalty' being 


involved in the opposition to this ex- 
traordinary scheme is a familiar species 
of coercion," he continued. "It is 
sheer poppy-cock. No political party 
since the establishment of the govern- 
ment ever dared make an issue of 
packing the supreme court." 


Not Issue in 1936 


The proposal to reorganize the high 


tribunal was not mentioned by the 
administration in the campaign lust 
fall, Glass said, adding: 


"We know there lias been on man- 


elate from the people to rape the su- 
preme court or to tamper with the 
constitution. 


He said the proposed reorganization 


is exactly what Woodrow Wilson once 
called "an outrage upon constitutional 
morality." 


Mr. Roosevelt, himself, Glass assert- 


ed, warned in a speech made in 1930 
that centralization of all authority and 
control in the national government was 
an essential to bringing about "gov- 
ernment by oligarchy masquerading 
as democracy." 


"When before, may I veil lure to

Infantile Paralysis Flourishes in Summer; 


Cause I& Unknown

In infantile paralysis infectious ma- 


terial gets into the human body by 
way of the nose- and then localizes in 
the front part of the- spinal cord. For 
this reason the condition is scientifi- 
cally called acute anterior poliomye- 
litis. 
The disease doubtless has attacked 


human beings for many centuries but 
it was first definitely described as an 
epidemic disorder in 1887. Before that 
time it was frequently confused with 
meningitis and with other forms of in- 
fection of the nervous system. 


Of all the diseases dreaded by hu- 


man beings, mothers fear infantile 
paralysis most. It is a crippling con- 
dition difficult to treat and is ravages 
are visible for years in many commun- 
ities. 


Most cases of infantile paralysis in- 


volve young children. Boys and girls 
are affected in about equal numbers. 
Occasionally, however, infantile par- 
alysis attacks older persons. Thus 
President Roosevelt and the noted phy- 
sician, Dr. John Ruhrah, both were af- 
fected in middle life. 


The exact cause of this disease is not 


known although there is plenty of evi- 
dence as to the nature of the infection. 
Thus, the disease may be transmited 
from one monkey to another, from a 
human being to a monkey, and quite 
obviously from one person to another. 


Evidently the infectious material is 


spread directly in secretions of the 
nose and throat but apparently may 
also be spread by human carriers. This 
would seem to be the case because, in 
many instances, it is impossible to 
trace a direct connection between the 
infection of a child and some person 
who has previously had the disease. 


Cases of infantile paralysis usually 


begin to appear in June, increase dur- 
ing July and August, and diminish in 
October. The disease disappears with 
the first cold spell. Therefore, in the 
northern part of the United States, 
most cases occur in August and Sep- 
tember; in the south, later in the year. 


Cases of the disease are not, how- 


ever unduly numerous in. the tropical 
regions, but seem to be confined large- 
ly, to the temperate zone.

Florida Upholds Newspa- 


per's Right to Publish f«

newspaper reporters or cameramen en- 
gaved in bothering news iivformation 
of public nterest- It affirmed unani- 
mously an injunction obtained by the 
Boach Publishing company of Miami 
against L. L. Lee, city manager, and 
other Miami officials. 


Slate laws, said the court, require 


public officers to be open at reasonable 
hours. Public records are available for 
inspection by any citizen, and news- 
paper representatives as such are en- 
titled to examine them. The practice 
of making pictures as part of report- 
ing the news of public interest, the 
court held, and therefore photograph- 
ers are entitled to the same privilges 
as reporters who write the news. 


Lee and Miami officials appealed

structural failure of the ail-craft itself 
has not caused a single modem fatal 
accident, which reflects plenty of 
credit on U. S. manufacturers and 
maintenance shops. 
If plane line 


operators have in the past urged pilots 
to make risky flights, they are not do- 
ing so any longer, the survey con- 
cludes. 


Pilot error contributed to 10 of the 


major crashes of the past two years, the 
survey found. Faulty radio reception 
appears to have entered into six of 
them. Lack of gas has figured in sev- 
eral. 


Faulty or insufficient weather fore- 


casts were factors, in four of the 
crashes. In several cases the operators 
have blamed the government radio 
beam as being weak or having failed, 
but this has not been established def- 
initely. 


Part of the responsibility rests on 


tlie government, the survey finds. 
Since 1932, the government's tangible 
contribution to improving the airways 
has been only $3,200,000. That does 
not include money spent on improving 
airports, for this is not much of a safety 
factor. 


Suggested Remedies 


Commercial operators have for sev- 


eral years been asking new airways 
equipment totaling $10,500,000, Fortune 
points out, including new radio ranees 
or beams, hundreds of new non-direc- 
tional markers, extended teletype ser- 
vice. The number of spot-weather re- 
porting services should be doubled, 
the magazine suggests, and the entire 
Weather Bureau modernized and im- 
proved. 


Flying equipment, the ships them- 


selves, furnished by the operators, are 
tho best in the world. But the air- 
ways facilities maintained by the gov- 
ernment are mediocre, Fortune finds, 
and the unbalance between the ef- 
fectiveness of these two elements in 
flying is the basic factor in the air- 
safety equation today. 


Belter co-operation among air lines 


in research, especially in the radio 
field and in blind flying technique and 
equipment, is suggested. Better pay 
and training of pilots might help. 


"The evidence shows clearly," Foi-- 


tuno concludes, "that accidents be- 
come obsolete, 
which means that 


their causes are being progressively 
eliminated; and so long as this healthy 
situation exists it is certain thai ac- 
cident prevention will some day catch 
up with that advance in performance 
that has been constantly creating new 
safety problems. 


"At the present rate of progress, 


most of the nonhuman causes of to- 
day's accidents will have been elim- 
inated in three or four years."

or sundew. It is very small, seldom 
having a leaf spread of more than two 
inches, and grows to a height'of two 
or three inches. The leaves are cover- 
ed with viscid feelers or stickers that 
hold small insects until they are de- 
voured.

Requests for Extension 


Blamed on Undeclared 


Profits Tax 


WASKINGTON.-W-A sharp in- 


crease in the number of taxpayers ask- 
ing for more time to file final income 
tax returns prompted the Treasury to 
begin an inquiry Monday to determine 
the cause. 


Secretary Morgcnthau said revenue 


agents have been sent to "larger cen- 
ters' to ascertain why the number of 
such requests rose 33 per cent over last 
year. This increase was accompanied 
by an increase in "installment plan" 
taxp,aying and Treasury officials were 
obviously concerned lest revenue for 
this fiscal year fall below expectations 
Under the law, taxpayers may file ten- 
tative return* by March 15, accompa- 
nied by one-fourth of the estimated tax 
and receive a 30-day extension for 
making a final return. 


Asked whether the new undistribut- 


ed profits tax may have been a factor 
n the increase requests for extension, 
vtorgenthau replied that "it seems to 
law worked out that way." He de- 
clined to comment on whether addi- 
ional Treasury borrowing would be 
necessary during the remainder of this 
iscal year. 
"I don't want to leave any inference 


that the investigation means more or 
lees taxes," Morgenthau said. He added 
he could not estimate how deeply the 
requests for delay had cut into March 
receipts. In response to a query as to 
why the inquiry was necessary, 'since 
extensions arc authorized in the law, 
he declared:
